Denver, Colo., June 25.—Samuel 
Gompers, ~ veteran American labor 
leader, today, was reélected president 
of the Amerfeag Federation of Labor, 
defeating John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers, by 2 to 1. 
The vote was: Gompers, 25,022; Lewis, 
12,324. There were tears in Gompers’ 
eyes as he rose to thank the delegates. 

“I can’t begin to tell you how grati- 
fied I am at the’ result of this election,” 
he declared. ‘ “ This is the first time in 
my official career in the labor move- 
ment that I have expressed myself in 
such language. 7 

“For, as a matter of fact, whatever 
honor has come to me, whatever con- 
fidence has been placed in me, I have 
interpreted it as a call to duty. It is 
little gratification to me to have de- 
feated Delegate Lewis.”

‘Include Ulster.

LONDON, June 25.—Almost on the 
eve of the application of still sterner . 
military measures in southern Ireland, 
the government has made one more 
effort to make peace with the Sinn 

Feiners. 
Following the king's persona! appeal 
at the opening of the Ulster parlia- 
ment to all Irishmen to pause and to 
forgive and forget, Premier Lloyd 
George wrote to Eamonn de Valera, in- 
viting him to come to London with any 
colleague he might select to attend a 
conference with the British govern- 
ment and Sir James Craig, premier of 
Ulster, “to explore to the utmost the 
possibility of a settlement.” 


Lloyd George’s Letter. 

The prime minister’s letter, which 
was dated from Downing street yes- 
terday, reads: | 
“Sir: The British government is 
deeply anxious that, so far as they 
can assure it, the king’s appeal for 
reconciliation in Ireland shall not have 
been made in vain. Rather than allow 
yet another opportunity of settlement 
in Ireland to be cast aside, they feel 
i®incumbent upon them to imake a 
final appeal in the spirit of the king's 
words for a conference between ther- 
selves and representatives of southern 
and northern Ireland. . 

“I write, therefore, to convey the 
following invitation to you as the 
chosen leader of a great majority in 
southern Ireland and to Sir James 
Craig, premier of northern Ireland: 

“1. That you should “attend a coun-

ATHENS, June 25.—[ By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—Greece today declined 
the offer of France, Great Britain, and 
Italy to mediate with the Turkish na- 
tionalists for the purpose of putting an 
end to the hostilities between them and 
the Greeks in Asia Minor. 

George Baltaggis, the foreign minis- 
ter, is of the opinion that acceptance 
of the allied offer would be tantamount 
to abandonme:4¢ of the treaty of Sevres, 
and that withdrawal of the Greek 
troops from Anatolia would not only 
cause general dissatisfaction and dis- 
appointment among the Greek people, 
but would increase the arrogance of 
the Turkish nationalists and further 
endanger the unprotected populations 
in the interior of Turkey.

| Year for Auto Upkeep.

Chicago there’s many a man who 
would gladly accept a job at $112.50 a 
month. .

The theory of the employé is that he 


duties. He buys one and then the 
taxpayers pay the yearly upkeep. 
which is sometimes three times the 
original cost of the auto. 
Upkeep Cost $209,000 Last Year. 
To these private owners of automo- 
biles the city last year naid an esti- 
mated $209,405 for gasoline; oil, tires, 
lost nuts, garage rent, and other ex- 
pense. And more than four score of 
these private owners of autos were paid 
an average of $112.50 a month. 

The city went to the legislature and 
obtained a tax increase for the an- 
nounced purpose of operating this year 
on the same basis as last, so it is rea- 
sonable to assume that the managing 
director of the city administration in-- 
tends to pay about $209,405 this year 
for the support of the privately owned 
autos of city employés. | 
Aithough improbable, this program 
may be unset at the council meeting 
Tuesday when the annual appropria- 
tion bill is considered. A subcommittee 
of the finance committee has been in- 
vestigating. 

“ This little $209,000 for auto upkeep 
makes life worth while,’’ commented 
one alderman. “Take a definite case. 
An employé purchased a second hand 
Ford for $350 and the city pays him 
$4.50 a day for its upkeep. That means 
$1,350 a year. Another employé has 
collected upward of $1,500. 


Pretty “Soft” for These Boys. 


“ Sailing through life on cushioned 
tires and gentle springs, protected at 
every crossing by civil service, with a 
monthly pension waiting at the end of 
the road, certainly makés life pleasant. 
“Of course the employé has an added 
expense. He must buy a tag for his 
machine. That perhaps costs $2. He 
hangs it on his machine, showing that 
it is used in city service. That aids 
him to shoot by the traffic cops. But 
when the employé is off duty and tires 
of the beautiful lake and its cooling 
breeze and wants a bit of the eountry 


air, a view of the golden wheat and the 


dark green corn and a whiff of the 


sweet scented clover, he removes the 


tag and throws it under the seat and 
drives along with.the other autoists 
who are paying their own expenses, I 
tell you, sir, life isn’t so dull for these 


chaps.” 

199 of, Them Discovered. ~ 
Of these chaps 199 have been found 
and tagged to date. The auto alimony 
they receive from the city averages 
$1,052.30 a year, which is above that 


paid to wives of Cook county who have 
had their husbands arrested for non- 


support. As with the wives, the autos 
receive different allowances. 

Two employés receive only $250 a 
year each for support of their cars. 
Another gets $30 a month, two others 
$35 a month each, sixty-one others $60 
a month, and one $65 a month. - | 
The others are paid on a per diem 
One employé gets $2.75 a day, 
twenty-four are paid $3.75.a day, twen- 
ty-four others are paid $2.75 to $4 a 
day, another is paid $2.75 a day, with 
a maximum of $60 a month, and eighty- 
two others are paid $4.50 a day. These 
are “the chaps’”’ who collected more 
than $209,000 last year. 

And City Owns Several Cars. 
There are still others who are paid 
for upkeep on a mileage basis, but the 
data with referenee to them have not 
been compiled in printable shape. It! 
might be added that the city owns a 
number of cars and pays the entire 
cost of their operation and mainte- 
nance. 
Nine building inspectors who are em- 
ployed in the outlying districts believe 
they should have a little auto support. 
For the first year they would be satis- 
fied with $25 per month. When once 
an employé gets on the favored list, 
it is comparatively easy to obtain a 
higher allowance. It is rumored that 
the building inspectors have selected 
an alderrnan to present their claim for 
auto endowment from the public treas- 
ury. That will probably open up the 
entire subject. If the’ building inspec- 
tors win, the plumbing inspectors, sani- 
tary inspectors and others are expect- 
ed to make a claim also.

Establishment of packet service be- 
tween La Salle, Ill., and St. Louis is 
being considered by the Illinois Barge 
and Boat company, Elijah T. Harris 
of Chicago, president, announced 
yesterday.

The company is fostered by a num- 
ber of.

WASHING PRINTERS’ HANDS. 


Y. Z. writes: “I am employed 

in a wool dyeing concern and 

to wash the dye stuff off my 

@ hands I use a mixture of chloride 

of lime and soda ash in water. This 

makes the skin so soft and thin that 

the palms of the hands are constantly 

wet from perspiration. Can you tell me 
what to do?” 

Reply. 

About the best answer I can give 
you is to tell you of an investigation 
made of a skin disease which frequently 
affects the hands of printers, especially 
color printers. 

In former times the pigments were dis- 
solved in pure turpentine,. There was 
very little complaint of eruptions on'the 
hands in that day. In recent years the 
pigments are dissolved with impure tur- 
pentine or a substitute for turpentine 
in which some form of benzine ‘is an 
important ingredient. In cleaning the 
hands harsh. soaps and even benzol, 
pumice stone, fine sand, and potassium 
carbonate are employed. 

Dr. W. J..McCgfinell investigated this 
form of skin disease thoroughly. Analy- 
sis of the inks did not show that they 
were of major importance in causing the 
trouble. Some of the inks contain chro- 
mates and may cause some ‘Tittle irrita- 
tion. Benzol caused some harm. But 
in the main the trouble did not lay with 
the inks or anythimg contained in them 
but-was due to washing the grease from 
the skin principally in the cleaning 
process, And this is where the answer 
to your question comes in. 

In a color printing establishment. and, 
for that matter, in any establishment 
where the hands become very soiled and 
cleaning. requires hard washing, em- 
ployés should be furnished grease and 
instructed to grease their hands and 
arms before going to work. 

Lanolin or lanolin afd ofive oil, equal 
parts, should be placed in the room 
where the men change their working 
clothes. If the skin feels too greasy the 
excess is wiped off with a cloth: At the 
end of the shift the men cleanse the skin 
with a mixture of sawdust and liquid 
soap.’ The sawdust is moistened with 
soap and rubbed over the skin well, after 
which it is washed off with warm water. 
After washing, a little of the grease 
is rubbed in.

No. 1062 is an exceptionally pretty 
house dress and about as simple and 
easy to make as can be..

The differences be- 
tween them were great, but they were 
merely the same differences between, 
say, one hundred poets of the same 


race. Latterly music seems to have 


become an affair of different races, 


and consequently of different tongues. | 


“The fact remains that this music 


embodies a point of view that is new | 


to us; and it is this unfamiliar point 
of view that gives the casual hearer 
the impression that the music is speak- 
ing a foreign language. So long as we 
listen to it with the usual European 
preconceptions, a good deal of it is 
bound to puzzle us. We have to go 
out to it with a certain adventurous- 
ness and receptivity of imagination, a 
* willingness to recognize that our own 
local type of civilization is not the 
only possible one. Some day, let us 
remember, we may have to readjust 
our ways of thinking even more dras- 
tically im order to understand some 
Chinese or Hindu musical genius.” 
Then comes Carl Engel, who lives 
in this country. He states, perhaps 
contrary to general opinion: “ There 
is such a thing as an American note 
in music; only, for the present at 
least, you must not seck it in the 
symphonies and grand operas made 
in America.” Neither does he find it 
ucted upon, Afro-American or 
American Indian/themes. Even Mac- 
Dowell did not get it in his Indian 


musie, he thinks; certainly not Dvorak, 


in the “New World” symphony. 

Its cradle was the vaudeville stage. 
“Much as polite academicians may 
decry it, much as the American vassals 
of musical Europe may turn their 
heads in haughty disdain, the fact re- 
mains that it is Messrs. George M. 
Cohan, Irving Berlin, Louis M. Hirsch, 
and Jerome Kern (not very Anglo- 
Saxon, to be sire) who are tqday 
making musical history in America.” 

“The keynote of American popular 
music,” he goes on, “is optimism, is 
‘punch.’ The nation, which, since the 
advent of prohibition, is all the more 
enthusiastically given over to the pur- 
suit of ‘Gold, Woman, and Song,’ is 
a mixture. Hence you may find in its 
so-called street tunes traces of Russian 
German sentimental- 
ity, Italian sirupiness, and French vul- 
garity. But the true American note is 
that happy affirmation of the joy of 
living, the delight in bold and sensuous 
harmonies, the predilection for snappy 
and suggestive rh¥thms. In other 
words, it is the healthy negation of 
misery, murder, and .metaphysics.”

Of the composers who have struck 
the American note in their nded 
music, he names Charlies T. Griffes, 
who died much sooner than he should 
have; Leo Sowerby, who lives in this 
éity, and Arthur Shepherd, who in his 
youth conducted a vaudeville orchestra 
Mf Salt Lake City. He congludes thus: 

“Iteemains to be seen whether more 
will’come of these meager beginnings. 
The American note is there. Even 
Europe seems to have caught a faint 
echo, Not,quite at ease with the new- 
comer, those Who would cultivate the 
acquaintance persist. “in errdneously 
calling it ‘ragtime.’

Good Going and New 
Camps Make Season ’s 
Best Offering 


BY J. L. JENKINS. | 
LLGWSTONE PARK has 
opened its gates for the 1921 
season, and there is every indi- 
cation that for the next ninety 
days its road and trails will be 
thronged with visitors from every state 
in the Union. There are already sev- 
eral hundred tourists camping in the 
park, fiishing and otherwise passing 
the time until they can cross the di- 
vides, which the officials of the park 
are now opening as fast as snow con- 
ditions permit. 
Sylvan pass through the Absaroka 


- mountains, which is crossed by the 
Even: 


Cody approach road, is open. 
Dunraven pass, through which one of 
the most thrilling roads of the park 

ns, has been cleared about ten days 
earlier than usual. The roads over the 
Continental divide, which is crossed 
times in the park, are open. 

Yellowstone's roads are in excellent 
condition since the weather settled and 
brought less rain. Thew are thorough- 
ly ary, and will be kept in splendid 
condition all summer because the main- 
tenance crews are on their stations 
with all the equipment necessary to 
keep their sections hard and smooth. 
About 105 miles 6 fthe road system 
will be sprinkled twice a day. 

Facilities for camping in the park 
are better than ever before. The na- 
tional park service has greatly extend- 
ed its developed camping areas by 
adding to the pipe lines that supply 
the camps in the most popular sections 
ofthe park with pure water, and by in- 
stalling more comfort stations. All of 
the camps have been cleaned thorough- 
ly and wood is being brought in for 
tourist use. Of course, visitors are at 
liberty to camp anywhere in the park, 
but the developed camp grounds are at- 
tractive to people whe like the com- 
Mmunity spirit and good fellowship that 
preyails where big groups of motorists 
‘pitch their tents together. 


During the summer, at Old Faithful 
and at the Grand Cafion of the Yel- 
lowstone, 
etruct big new ranger stations, each 
of which will contain an immense room 
designed especially as a community 
center for campers. It will have a 
large fireplace and will be especially 
attractive on cold or rainy nights. The 
rangers at these stations will conduct 


‘infomation bureaus and will give talks 


on the natural features of the park. 

This year at headquarters—M2am- 
moth Hot Springs—a new information 
ofce*end museum will be opened, and 
it is believed that it will be thé big- 
gi t tovrist information bureau in the 
west, a’though it is not expected that 
it will d'stribute as much printed mat- 
ter as some other bureaus will put into 
circulation. In connection with this 
office lectures Will be given and it is ex-

The branch road from this main north 
and south Idaho highway leading 
through Teton pass into the Jackson 
hole, thence to the south entrance of 
the park, will be in excellent condition 
for travel by July 1. | 

In Wyoming every mile of the Yel- 
lowstone highway from Cheyenne to 
Cody is under state maintenance, and 
with the exception of short stretches 
near Shoshoni and near Lost Cabin, 
on the alternative route in that section 
of the state, are in better condition 
than ever before. The Wind river ap- 
proach to the south entrance of the 
park, by way of Twogwotee paaa, wili 
be. open for travel by July 10. Much 


Pleased with the facilities that have 
been provided for their entertainment 
and comfort in connection with this 
establishment. 

WGotel and permanent camp facifities 
for people who do not have camping. 
outfits with them have been much im- 
proved since last season. These hostel- 
ries are in a position to render becter 
service than ever before. Extension of 
accommodations at the Grand Cafion 
are especially notable. 

Reports from expert fishermen indi-| 
eate that Yellowstone park, always a 
fisherman’s paradise, will not disap- 
point the lover of the angling sport 
this year. The rivers will be muddy 
during the first few weeks of the sea- 
son, until the snow leaves the moun- 
tains, but soon after the first of July 
fishing will be good all over the park. 

As Lake Yellowstone acts as a regu- 
lating reservoir, as well as a settling 
basin for sediment, fishing in Yellow-. 
stone lake and in the river below is 
not affected by the melting snows to 
any extent. Therefore the famous fish- 
ing bridge at the outlet of the lake will 
be a popular stand for fishermen from 
the opening day of the park until snow 
flies in the fall. 

Roads approaching the park through 
Montana, Idaho, and Wyoming, al- 
though in bad shape in places a few 
weeks ago, on account of the unusually 
heavy and continuous rains, are drying 
up fast and are being whipped into 
good condition with great rapidity. | 

The Yellowstone trail and the Na-|| 
tional Parks highway, which have sev- 
eral terals reaching the park, are 
open pewhes way across the continent, 
the snow having been shoveled from 
the pass between Saltese, Mont., and 
Wallace, Idaho, and from Snoqualmie 
pass,in Washington. The lateral from 
these trails leading south from Livings- 
ton to the north entrance of Yellow- 
stone park is in better condition than 
it has been for several years past. It 
is highly praised by tourists now in the 
park. The approach to the northwest 
entrance of the park from Bozeman is 
not open, but early in July will be 
available for motorists. 


The roads leading to the western en- 
trahce, at West Yellowstone, Mont., 
are drying up fast, and travelers re- 
port the Madison Valley road and the 
Vigilante trail, by way of famous Vir- 


as being in good shape. The Vigilante 
trail is being re-marked,. However, the 
roads descending the continental divide | 


entrance to the park are still muddy 
and slippery, and chains are needed. 
This road will be repaired soon by the 
forest service, which has made a spe- 
cial allotment of road funds for this 
work. 

The approach roads in Idaho, espe- 
cially the main highway from Salt 
Lake City to the park, are in excellent 
condition to Ashton, Idaho. Most of 
this main highway is paved. Between 
Ashton and West Yellowstone the road 
is rough in places, and, as already 
stated, on the Montana side of the 
continental divide is still quite muddy. 
Construction work is in’ progress on 
the Idaho side. This is a federal aid 
project, which, when completed, : will 
have cost approximately $190,000. It is 
expected that most of the work will be 
finished this year. Then the approach 
from Salt Lake City to the park will de

above any sort of adverse criticism. 


construction work will be in progress 
on this road during the summer, but 
good turnouts are being prepared and 
a comfortable trip over this approach 
road seems assured. 

‘The Black and Yellow trail, leading 
across South Dakota and Wyoming to 
the east entrance of the park, cross- 
ing the Big Horn by way of Ten Sleep 
canyon, will not be open for travel until 
late in the season, if at all. People 
traveling the Black and Yellow trail 
should take the Custer Battlefield high- 
way threugh Sheridan, and from Bil- 
lings take the Yellowstone trail to the 
north entrance of the park, or the lat- 
eral to Cody, the eastern entrance. 
The Custer Battlefield highway is in 


fine condition, and is being re-marked 
all the way from Omaha to its termi- 
nus at Glacier park. It will be popular 
this season because this year is the 


fortyfifth anniversary of the Custer. 


massacre. Appropriate ceremonies com- 
memorating the massacre will take 


place at Hardin, Mont., on June 25.

BY HIGH SPEED. 
NE of the commonest ills to 
which the internal combustion 
engine is heir is misfiring. Nat- 
urally this complaint varies in 
Malignancy, somietimes afflicting only 
ene cylinder, sometimes more, often 
being merely temporary, due to some 
incorrect adjustment, again being 
seemingly permanent and calling for 
drastic action. 

Obviously misfiring interferes with 
the satisfactory operation of the en- 
gine. It means that one or more cy!- 
inders are not firing, so that those re- 
maining in operation are carrying on 
al} the work. In a six cylinder engine 
missing is harder to detect. 
eight, or twelve one of the cylniders 
may be cut out and the ordinary ama- 
teur driver will never detect it. Mis- 
firing is more easily detected at low 
speeds than at high, because the flow 
of power when the engine is running 
slowly tends to become jerky anyway 
and the jerk caused by a missing cy!l- 
inder makes detection fairly easy. 

In a general way the basic causes of 
misfiring ,may be divided into three 


failures, those caused by ignition fail- 
ures, and those caused by some de- 
rangement of the valve system. 

Misfiring due to carburetion causes | 
may generally be traced to an improp- 
erly proportioned mixture; the fuel may 
be too weak or it may be too strong. 
The effect will be the same, missing. 
Under fairly satisfactory conditions of 
weather if the enginefi after being 
warmed up, begins to misfire it may 
be assumed that the mixture being fed 
is either too rich or too lean. That is 
the first place to begin trying to cor- 
rect the trouble. Misfires caused by 
faulty curburetion will net be confined 
Misfiring will oc- 
cur in one cylinder, jump to another 
and make its appearance sporadically 
This is obvious 
because the same carbureter feeds the 
same mixture to all cylinders. 


Two ways of altering the composition 
of the fuel mixture are available—one 
by changing the position of the air con- 
trol on the dash and the other by feed- 
ing more or less gas. In either case the 
relative strength of the fuel is altered. 
When misfiring begins it is good prac- 
tice to try increasing the amount of air 
used. If this is the cause of the trouble

On the other hand, if the fuel mixture 
was too weak already the missing will 
grow worse immediately, which is a 
sign to cut down the quantity of air 
being fed until the engine begins to 
function properly. The amount of air 
should always be just as large as the 
engine will assimilate. 

It may be that there is some mechan- 
ical trouble interfering to make the 
fuel mixture bad. Air leaks around the 


most certain to result. If the battery 
terminals are loose or corroded the tlow 
of current may be so restricted that 
missing will occur, and the engine may 
even stop flat. 

The valve stem is frequently the seat 
of misfiring troubles. A sticking inlct 
valve will cause misfiring, and If the 
exhaust valve sticks the cylinder will 
not fire at all, the charge escaping by 
that outlet. Improperly timed valves 
will let the fuel leak away, and if the

much air to enter. The float of the 
carburetor may be leaking or it may be 
stuck, the needle valve may not be 
seating properly, there may be water 
in the fuel, dirt on the needle valve, 
dirt in the fuel, or an obstruction in 
the fuel line. It frequently happen 
that an engine may run well enough 
in low speeds, but begins missing as 
the speed increases. When the carbu 
retor has two different adjustments for 
the different speed ranges the obvious 
thing to do is to try adjustment of thb 
upper range. In making adjustments 
of the carburetor the needle should be 
moved just a fraction of an inch either 
way and the engine tried after each 
change. All adjustments should be 
made while the engine is _ hot. 


crank case. 

If the spark plug is found to be all 
right the wire should be traced right 
back to the distributor, and all the in- 
sulation breaks should be repaired on 
the way. Should the wire be whole the 
trouble may be in the distributor; the 
distributor arm may not be making 
proper contact with the segment or the 
segment may be dirty. The distributor 
cap must be removed and all segments 
should be cleaned and so should the dis- 
tributor arm. If a battery system is 
used the short arm, known as a trip- 
per, which fits into the notched rotor, 
may be worn. The connections of the 
ignition coil should be kept clean and 
bright, but the car owner should not 
attempt to explore the mysteries of 
that part. In the Ford system, which 
employs four unit coils, the vibrator 
points may be out of adjustment. The 
coil connections to the commuter must 
be kept tight and clean or missing may 
occur.

In the death of Mrs. Frederick Sher- 
rill Eames ten- days ago Chicago lost 
one Of its most popular and best known 
society leaders, one who had been long 
identified with the life of the city. So 
close was this identification that she 
used laughingly to say that she was 
‘the first white child born in Chicago.” 

Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ffibbard 
Porter, were promient citizens of their 
time. She was one of three sisters, 
the other two being Mrs. Edward S. 
Worthington of Chicago, and Mrs. 
Charlies B. Macdonald of New York, 
her. There 
were also two brothers, George and 
Hibbard Porter, both of whom died 
some years ago. . 

The home of Mrs, Eames and Mrs. 
Worthington, at 753 North Michigan 
avenue, was one of the most hospitable 
in the north side circles. 

Mrs. Eames’ husband, the late F. 
S. Eames, was a brother of the late 
Mrs. Franklin MacVeagh. Mrs. Eames’ 
death severs one more link with a 
society which flourished with espe- 
cial luster in the famous epoch of the 
World’s Fair days of blessed memory, 
Chicago’s golden ‘age, some call it, 
when the great lights of the world 
of art, literature, and science gathered 
here and were lavishly entertained.
